Hiy first real prominence was 


attained during the war with the 
Spaniards in 
18GG, 
when he com- 


manded the Santo Domingo army. 
After the cessation of hostilities he 
became very prominent in politics. 
He held several positions of trust and 
honor, and finally, In 1882, he was 
elected president. He 
served one 


term. In 1887 he again was placed 
in the presidential chair, and 
has 


been elected continuously ever since. 


Hfiureaux faced dozens of

tions during his long period of of 
holding, but he always runic out vic- 
torious.
